Parent  Advisory  Councils  are  one  way  schools  can  encourage  parent  and  community 
involvement.  Although  Indiana  does  not  require  schools  to  set  up  a  PAC  they  are  discussed 
in  Article  7  and  technical  support  is  available  to  any  group  interested  in  organizing  a  PAC. 


PARENT  ADVISORY  COUNCILS 

Promote  community  awareness  and  support  for 
special  education  Issues. 

Enable  parents  and  school  personnel  to  share 
concerns.  Increase  understanding,  and  define 
priorities. 

Provide  a  vehicle  for  ongoing  communication. 


■  encouraging  cooperation  and 
collaboration  between  parents  and 
school  personnel;  and 

■  providing  a  vehicle  for  ongoing 
communication  which  is  structured, 
proactive,  and  focused  on  the 
educational  needs  of  all  students. 


■  promoting  community  awareness 
and  support  for  special  education 
issues;Thesa  groups,  which  ara 
advisory  in  nature,  provide  a 
forum  for  parents,  school 
personnel,  and  other  community 
members  to  discuss  issues  which 
have  an  impact  on  the  education 
of  students  with  disabilities.

COMMUNITY  ASSISTANCE  COUNCIL 


A  Community  Assistance  Council  is  an  expanded, 
and  potentially  more  effective  version  of  a  Parent 
Advisory  Council.  The  Community  Assistive 
Council  concept  promotes  greater  Independence 
so  that  students  are  better  prepared  to  UVE. 
LEARN,  WORK  and  PLAY  as  contributing  adults. 

The  council  should  consist  of  representatives  of 
housing,  employment,  transportation,  recreation 
and  trie  public  (taxpayers). 

If  'school*  Is  our  desired  outcome,  then  a  Parent 
Advisory  Council  win  do.  If  trie  goal  Is 
Independence  in  adult  Of#,  then  school  (along  with 
family  and  community  agendas,  services  and 
organizations)  must  work  to  communicate  and 
coordinate  services.  In  order  for  students  to 
become  Independent  adults,  we  must  Involve 
housing,  transportation,  employers,  recreation  and 
the  public  in  planning. 
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Understanding  What  Makes 


A  working  knowledge  of  the  RETHINKS 
skills,  together  with  an  understanding  of 
children's  developmental  stages,  will  help  you 
prepare  to  deal  with  anger  as  it  comes  up.  Erik 
Erikson's  psychosocial  stages  of  child  behav¬ 
ior  development  are  outlined  below,  focusing 
in  particular  on  what  makes  children  angry. 

Infants 

Infants  need  to  trust  that  a  parent  will  take 
care  of  them  when  they  are  hungry,  afraid  or 
angry.  They  learn  to  trust  their  own  ability  to 
calm  themselves  and  control  their  bodies. . .  .... 

Many  things  can  trigger  an  infant's  anger. 
When  they  are  prevented  from  exploring,  are 
physically  uncomfortable,  are  scolded  for  their 
behavior,  or  feel  unsafe,  an  infant  may  react 
with  anger. 

Ages  2-3 

In  the  2nd  and  3rd  year  of  life,  toddlers 
learn  autonomy  by  walking,  opening  drawers 
and  feeding  themselves,  and  even  by  deciding 
when  they  will  be  toilet  trained. 

Toddlers  become  angry  when  they  are 
restrained  from  independent  movement  or 
from  claiming  everything  as  "mine"  They  are 
frustrated:  by  their  own  limits  while  trying  to 
do  something;  when  they  are  ignored  or 
misunderstood;  when  they  bid  for  attention; 
or  when  a  parent  tells  them  "No"  or  "Stop 
that." 

Ages  4-5 

When  children  move  into  the  preschool 
years  (ages  4  and  5),  they  begin  all  kinds  of 
activities  and  projects  and  want  to  be  involved 
in  everyone  else's  activities  too.  They  have

trouble  distinguishing  fantasy  from  reality  in 
their  play. 

At  this  stage,  children  may  become  angry 
when  told  to  follow  rules  or  asked  to  think 
about  others.  They  may  feel  angry  if  they  are 
jealous  of  a  sibling,  are  rushed,  or  feel  that 
they  do  not  receive  enough  attention  and 
appro  vaL 

Middle  childhood 

During  the  6th  through  11th  years,  chil¬ 
dren  learn  about  industry.  Engaged  in  mas¬ 
tering  some  life  skills,  particularly  in  school 
work,  they  want  to  be  successful  and  see 
themselves  positively. 

During  middle  childhood,  children  may 
become  angry  when  adults  try  to  control 
them  or  when  their  possessions  are  damaged. 
If  they  feel  inferior,  lack  confidence  or  lose 
control  of  themselves,  this  too  may  anger 
them. 

Adolescence 

Adolescence  (ages  12  to  17)  involves 
learning  about  identity.  During  this  time, 
adolescents  may  experience  role  confusion. 
They  may  doubt  themselves  and  feel  unable 
to  develop  a  strong  sense  of  their  own  per¬ 
sonality,  and  they  may  feel  alienated  and 
certain  that  no  one  understands  them. 

Adolescents'  anger  often  is  triggered 
when  they  are  not  allowed  to  participate  in 
rule  making  or  cannot  express  or  manage 
their  feelings  or  opinions.  They  resent  being 
compared  to  siblings  or  friends,  being  labeled 
"messy,"  "inconsiderate,"  or  "lazy,"  and 
being  teased  by  friends  or  embarrassed  in 
front  of  friends.

Hearing  Children  of  Deaf  Adults  (CODA) 

'IP'  Cultural  Sensitivity  -  Tips  for  Teachers 

1.  American  Sign  Language  may  be  the  child’s  first  language  and  English  their  second 

language.  1 

2.  May  be  a  visual  learner  due  to  their  primary  language  being  visual. 

3 .  May  need  the  ability  to  see  the  speaker  at  all  times. 

4.  Eye  contact  with  the  speaker  is  culturally  important. 

5.  Touching  or  tapping  on  the  shoulder  is  appropriate  for  “Attention  Getting.” 

6.  May  use  fingerspelling  as  a  tool  for  study. 

7.  May  call  teacher  by  their  first  name,  which  should  not  be  viewed  as  a  sign  of  disrespect 

8.  Is  learning  both  Deaf  and  hearing  cultures,  and  maybe  more  familiar  with  Deaf  norms. 

9.  Grows  up  between  2  cultures  and  is  learning  to  balance  both. 

10.  Deals  with  2  often  opposing  world  views,  which  can  be  challenging. 

1 1.  Often  faced  with  other  myths  and  beliefs  about  deaf  and  hearing  people. 

12.  Important  to  recognize,  the  child  is  culturally  deaf  but  functionally  hearing. 

13.  Try  to  avoid  putting  child  in  adult  roles.  Examples:  interpreting  for  teachers,  conferences, 
telephone  rail*  or  getting  an  interpreter. 

14.  Avoid  talking  to  parents  about  child  in  front  of  the  child. 

15.  Avoid  asking  child  to  teach  others  American  Sign  Language,  how  to  use  a  TTY  and 
interpret  songs,  unless  the  child  wants  to  do  it  or  volunteers  without  being  asked.  Child 
could  feel  obligated  or  do  it  out  of  guilt  Ask  parents  for  resources.

Communication  between  parents  and  teachers  is  vital  to  help  cnildren 
reach  their  full  potential  in  learning.  Often  busy  schedules  limit  the  time 
that  parents  and  teachers  can  share  information.

The 
editors  of  Parenting  for  High  Potential,  a  new  magazine  published  by  the 
National  Associate  for  Gifted  Children  (NAGC),  have  compiled  the 
following  list  of  questions  to  help  parents  prepare  for  conferences  with 
their  childrens  teachers. 

1.  How  is  my  child’s  class  structured?  What  is  a  typical  day  like?

A  postural  test  as  mandated  by  Indiana  law,  is 
administered  to  students  in  the  fifth,  seventh,  and  ninth 
grades.  At  this  time  we  also  include  children  of 
appropriate  ages  in  ungraded  classroom  and  those  with 
suspected  problems. 

Teachers/Parents  may  refer  to  the  Health  Center  any 
student  they  would  like  to  have  evaluated.  This  test  will 
be  provided  by  the  ISD  Health  Center  staff  beginning  the 
week  of  Movember  4-,  1996. 

PARENT  MUST  NOTIFY  THE  HEALTH 
CENTER  IN  WRITING  MO  LATER  THAN 
OCTOBER  2?,  1996,  IF  THEY  DO  NOT 
WISH  THEIR  CHILD  TO  BE  SCREENED. 

Indiana  law  requires  that  schools 
report  a  summary  of  the  immunization  status 
of  their  students.  This  count  must  include 
Prekindergarten,  Kindergarten,  New 
Students,  and  Sixth  Grade  Students  for 
second  dose  measles  immunization. 

The  Health  Center  is  happy  to  report 
that  this  survey  is  completed  and  that  all 
students  are  in  compliance  with  this  law.

The  list  of  the  physical  education 
equipment  (that  was  decided  on  during  the 
September  meeting)  was  send  to  PTCO  for 
their  review. 

Parents  would  like  to  know 
specifically  what's  happening  in  their  child's 
classroom  for  the  upcoming  week  in  each 
subject.  A  form  could  be  send  to  parents  on  a 
weekly  basis  to  communicate  the  lesson  plans 
for  the  following  week.  The  format  is  not 
important  but  the  content  is.  The  dorm  staff 
would  also  like  to  have  this  information. 

We  discussed  how  the  dorm  staff  could 
set  up  an  organized  study  time  for  the 
students.

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Campus  Beautification 

It  has  been  exciting  to  see  how  the  ISD  community  is  once  again  beginning  to  act  as  a  family.  We  are  very 
lucky  to  have  a  huge  estate  for  our  family  but  with  a  large  estate  come  many  responsibilities.  As  with  any  family, 
it  is  necessary  for  every  family  member  to  pitch  in  and  help  in  order  to  have  a  nice  living  environment  for  all  of 
us.  That  means  that  the  adults  as  will  as  the  children  must  help  to  maintain  the  home.  In  the  case  of  ISD,  that 
includes  all  of  the  buildings  as  well  as  the  grounds.

Adopting  a  flowerbed  will  entail  bi-weekly  maintenance  of  weeding,  optional  planting  of  bulbs 
and  mums  in  the  fall  and  planting  of  annuals  in  the  spring.  If  there  is  no  work  program  in  the 
summer,  periodic  summer  maintenance  (every  pay  day). 

Adoption  of  beds  can  be  on  an  individual,  team,  department,  class,  pod,  classroom,or  family 
basis.  Technical  assistance  will  be  available  if  needed  to  identify  flower,  weeds,  and  make 
suggestions  for  plantings. 

If  you,  your  department,  your  class,  your  pod  or  your  organization  would  be  interested  in  adopting  one  of  the 
35  flower  beds,  please  contact  the  Staff  Development  office  and  we  will  send  you  an  application  form.

our  child  is  furious! 
Yelling,  stomping  and 
losing  control. 

How  do  you  react? 


Many  parents  automatically 
respond  with  their  own  anger. 
Typically  a  parent  will  scold,  yell 
or  punish.  This  doesn’t  help. 
Your  anger  only  pushes  against 
the  child's  anger  and  escalates 
the  problem.  What  can  you  do? 


^  Keep  proper  perspective. 

Kids  get  angry  over  things  that 
are  insignificant  from  an  adult 
point  of  view  —  you  won’t  give 
him  a  cookie,  her  sister  wore  her 
socks,  his  baseball  glove  is  lost, 
you  won’t  let  her  wear  lipstick. 
When  you  see  these  issues  as 
they  really  are  it  can  help  pre¬ 
vent  you  from  becoming  emo¬ 
tionally  involved.  On  the  flip 
side,  understanding  that  these 
issues  are  truly  important  to  a 
growing  child  can  help  you  em¬ 
pathize  with  your  child’s  anger. 


G*  Plan  ahead. 

Don’t  wait  until  an  angry  explo¬ 
sion  to  deal  with  anger.  Kids 
need  to  learn  coping  skills  at  a 
cairn  time  so  that  tney  can  appiy 
what  they  learn  to  angry  times. 
Teach  a  child  how  to  identify  an¬ 
gry  feelings:  tight  muscles,  fast 
heartbeat,  shallow,  quick 
breaths.  Then  brainstorm  ideas 
on  how  to  release  anger  in  a 
healthy  way:  walk  away  from 


the  person,  run  around  the 
house,  throw  hoops,  listen  to 
music.  You  may  want  to  talk 
about  specific  issues  that 
anger  your  child  and  make  a 
plan  for  what  to  do  next  time. 
Often  role-playing  the  situation 
helps  a  child  learn  what  to  do. 

Watch  media  influence. 

Kids  see  violence  as  a  way  of 
handling  anger  via  television, 
movies  and  video  games.  You 
can  control  this  influence  in 
several  ways.  First,  screen 
what  your  child  sees  when  pos¬ 
sible.  Set  rules  about  appropri¬ 
ate  TV  and  movie  watching. 
Don’t  let  your  child  watch  end¬ 
less  hours  of  unsupervised 
television.  Another  powerful 
tool  is  to  take  advantage  of  the 
scenes  you  view  together. 
Discuss  what  happened  and 
why  and  promote  discussions 
about  alternate  solutions  to  the 
problems. 

Stay  calm. 

Even  with  all  your  preparation 
you’ll  still  have  to  deal  with 
your  child’s  anger  -  kids  are 
human,  after  all!  The  first  step 
is  to  do  your  best  to  remain 
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head  yuu  die  beiief  able  iu 
keep  control  of  the  situation. 
Remember  that  you  should 
permit  your  child  to  have  angry 
feelings,  but  limit  angry  actions. 
When  you’re  in  control  you  can 
help  your  child  find  self-control. 


Model  proper  skills. 

“Children  learn  what  they  live  .” 
Are  you  modeling  the  behav  or 
you  would  like  to  see  in  your 
children?  If  you  find  that  yoL 
are  reacting  in  unhealthy  ways 
to  your  anger  perhaps  it’s  time 
to  make  some  positive  changes. 
Read  a  book  on  anger  control, 
take  a  class  or  join  a  support 
group.  When  you  control  your 
anger  it’s  easier  to  teach  your 
children  how  to  control  theirs. 

Affirm  your  love. 

Kids  often  judge  themselves 
harshly  after  a  bout  with  anger. 
They  feel  guilty,  ashamed  and 
unloved.  (They  may  show  you 
none  of  these  emotions!)  Let 
your  child  know  that  your  love  is 
unconditional.  Your  child  needs 
to  know  that  even  when  you  are 
unhappy  with  his  actions,  you 
still  love  him.  This  is  especially 
important  when  your  child’s 
anger  has  been  directed  at  you.
